REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


Any extended report of our work in the schools would repeat 
that of last year, for practically we have pursued the same course, 
with the same number of schools and the same system of classifi- 
eation. We are really of opinion that more has been accomplished, 
with less friction and less interruption. 

The parents seem well satisfied with the progress and with’ 
the teachers. The pupils, with the independence and liberty of 
country scholars, have not always been as courteous and respectful 
as they will wish they had been when they review these days from 
a higher plane. 

The winter examinations gave evidence of good work done by 
_ pupils and teachers, and the parents in four of the schools by their 
attendance and their words gave us much encouragement. When 
J say parents, of course [ mean mothers, as we have little proof 
that any fathers are connected with the schools any way. And this 
is one of the indications that there is really no great interest in 
education in the community. Children stay away from school or 
come in late on any little pretext or none at all, and parents seem 
not to care. Several children of school age have wasted the winter 
that needed the help of the schools very much. When will parents 
awaken to a sense of the wrong thus done to themselves and to 
the schools? One suffers and all suffer. These little piques are 
unworthy of sensible people. 

The pages that follow will give the statistics. You will notice 
that two schools have retained their old teachers, and with great 
profit. Indeed, we have admired and appreciated the persistent 
loyalty of all the teachers. ‘They have been heroic and industrious 
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living and planning for their schools. When the schools were 
called together at the Center school house in the summer, the 
teachers did all they could to make the experiment a success, even 
walking the whole way to attend the little ones. 

But little call for transportation this year, but it looks like more 
soon. he new farmers in the Locke district will hardly need any 
hint from President Eliot, as they seem very good at “multiplying.” 
If the single Finn that we now have in school is a fair specimen 
it will be a pleasure to see them learn and to help them. 

The music teacher left voluntarily after the first term, but 
most of the teachers have been able to keep their schools in train- 
ing, and they gave us pleasure with their ability and progress. — 

Our houses are good, funds ample and the pupils have oppor- 
tunity to make excellent progress. Let_us all persuade them and 
help them to make the most of these precious days, never forgetting 
how much the rising generation depends for success in life, on the 
use of their school privileges.
